Kaiser’s book, published 
in 1970. was often advertised 
as ‘ llie book that challenges 
the police and FBI lo re- 
open the case” and alleged 
that Robert Kennedy's 1968 
a.ssassination was a conspir- 
acy.

“It must have been niy 
l>oy,” the Free Press quoted 
William Bremer a.s saying in 
a . copyiight story in its 
morning editions today.
